To the Citizens of Walpole: —In compliance with the 
requirements of the Statutes of the Commonwealth, relating 
to Public Schools, the School Committee of this town hereby 
present the following report: — 

The schools committed to our charge during the past year 
have made fair progress, and developed an experience simi- 
lar to that of former years. With a few exceptions, the 
same teachers who have taught in our schools for a number 
of terms are still retained in the service. The present 
corps of teachers will compare faVorably with that of any 
other in the adjoining towns. 

As a general rule, all have doubtless endeavored to do 
their best ; yet, like all others occupying whatever responsible 
position in life, they have sometimes fallen short of accom- 
plishing as much, perhaps, or as great a work as they 
desired, or expected, at the start. Probably no one, in this 
life, ever quite reaches his ideal. Aspiration is usually 
checked by limitations to which all are more or less subject. 
If only teachers, as well as others, could reach their ideal, 
agreeably to their inspirations, what wonderful results would 
be apparent! Being subject to limitations, however, which 
they, nor we, can neither anticipate nor control, is not to be 
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attributed to weakness, but rather does it bespeak for them, 
as for us all, a higher condition of being, where the inspira- 
tion shall find its complement, and the ideal be seen to be 
one with the real. Among our teachers, as among people 
in all trades and professions, we discover a difference in 
respect to qualification. Some are fitted by nature for the 
office of teacher; others are obliged to labor very diligently 
in the same vocation, to meet with even a tolerable degree 
of success. In view of this manifest difference in teachers, 
their natural fitness and aptness for teaching, the ‘results of 
their labors, in their respective schools, are equally appar- 
ent. Our teachers and our schools are doubtless fully up to 
the average. But when we report that some teachers are 
more successful than others, and that some of our schools are 
in a more satisfactory condition than others, we simply 
express what is probably true of the schools of every town 
and city in our commonwealth. Some teachers excel in 
talent, and capacity to impart knowledge, as well as in dili- 
gence, industry and earnestness in their appropriate work. 
Some schools, too, are much more difficult to manage than 
others, owing, perhaps, in part to the class of pupils. com- 
posing them, so that sometimes a teacher who’ meets with 
good success in one school may make what seems to be a 
failure in another. Competent and faithful teachers often 
labor at a great disadvantage in some localities where the 
parents are ignorant and unrefined, and so have no real 
appreciation of the teacher’s work; but, on the contrary, 
seek all opportunities to indulge their children in opposition 
to the wishes and plans of the teacher. : 
Teaching, thorough, faithful teaching, is not an easy work, 
though some, in view of greater natural powers, seem to 
get along easier, and with much less friction, than others. 
Where the wheels of the carriage are kept well oiled, the 
friction is lessened, and the only expense is the cost of the 
oil, which is of trifling importance in comparison with the 
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loss that would otherwise ensue in the wear of the wheels 
and the increased strength required to turn them. Some 
teachers are blessed with the oil of patience, kindness, 
charity and love. When the wheels of their school are 
clogged, as they will be sometimes, they have the remedy 
at hand, and know where and when to apply it; and, instead 
of increasing friction, the wheels roll henceforth smoothly 
and steadily. ! 

The teacher best fitted for the work is one who has a cer- 
tain tact or genius for the great end to be attained, namely, 
the successful drawing out of the best powers and faculties 
of the pupil. The child must be stimulated and quickened 
to a true appreciation of his possibilities, and the great value 
of the knowledge it is within his power to acquire. All 
other things, in respect to teaching, are of secondary im- 
portance. The machinery, the drill, the discipline of a 
school should only contribute to this end. The great 
object of all education is to develop the best powers and 
faculties of the whole nature, intellectual and moral. The 
influence of the teacher should be exerted in every possible 
direction, in order to secure this result. Such a work is not 
one, however, that can be easily and quickly accomplished. 
On the contrary, it is a most difficult and protracted labor ; 
but it always rewards the faithful teacher. The develop- 
ment of the native powers, the nobler faculties, in harmoni- 
ous proportion, is the grandest work that is given any one to 
do. While the process may begin from the , outside, yet it 
must lead to the germination and growth of the powers 
within, which serve to make the true man. The coarser, 
animal nature should be held in strict subjection. The 
intelligent teacher who seeks and works for the development 
of the higher nature of the pupil cannot fail to see that it 
passion is not duly restrained, it maybe eventually at the 
expense of that nature. 

Various are the studies pursued in our schools, and of such 
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a character as to discipline the mind, and prepafe the pupils 
for the most useful and honorable stations in life. No pains 
are spared to make our schools equal to the wants and aspi- 
rations of the pupil, in so far as receiving intellectual knowl- 
edge is concerned, and so giving them a fair education. 

But it is an open question, whether, with all the oppor- 
tunities and the expense incurred at the present day, with 
a view to a thorough education of the children in our 
schools, as good a result is reached as*ought to be expected. 
When we take into consideration how much is done for our 
schools — for the children that go there — can it be said that _ 
we receive an adequate return in proportion to what is done 
for them — the means expended? Books, in all the various 
branches taught in our schools, are multiplied at the present 
time to an almost endless extent, and knowledge is eluci- 
dated, and everything is done with reference to the thorough 
furnishing of the mind of the pupil. Is all this increased 
expenditure in behalf of our schools duly appreciated by 
those who attend them? There are those, well qualified to 
judge, who contend that the schools of New England are not 
what they should be, that they will not bear a favorable 
comparison with the schools of thirty or forty years ago. It 
is contended that, so far as the schools went at that time, 
they were often better managed. One thing is evident, that 
the time for attending school at that day was much shorter, 
and the expense very small in comparison with what we know 
to be the case at the present time. The fact of the time for 
acquiring a common-school education being so much more 
limited, often had the effect to kindle the ambition of the 
student, and so quicken him to make the most of his 
opportunities. Then, too, the young men and women were 
brought up to labor with their hands between the school 
sessions, and when the school term was over they worked 
diligently at some trade or useful occupation. When the 
time came for them to attend school again, they were all the - 
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better prepared to enter upon the work before them. As a 
general rule, they seemed the better to appreciate their 
advantages, and to make the most of them. 

Now, it is a question whether so much time allotted to 
children for the purpose of acquiring an education is really 
beneficial, and whether it would not be better in the long run 
if the school year were shortened, and more time given 
to physical labor and exercise. Is there so much more 
accomplished now than formerly when we take into the 
account the difference in circumstances? May it not be, that 
what is gained in one way is lost in another? Is it not true 
that our boys and girls lack, physical vigor? Is it not true 
that they are growing more and more effeminate? To what 
shall we attribute the cause, if it be not from a lack of 
physical training? The mind always works more vigorously 
when the body is in a sound, healthy condition. Seeing this 
to be so, would it not be better to lessen the time for mental 
training, in order to give more time to the development of 
the physical powers, so that when the time allotted for the. 
drill and discipline of the mind ensues, a much greater work 
may be accomplished? Obviously, there is a deficiency in 
our present school system, and it is largely to be accounted 
for on this ground. In the endeavor to give so much time 
and attention to mental training, we defeat, in a great part, 
the very object to be attained. The development of one part 
of achild’s nature to the neglect of the other is only to make 
him one-sided and unnatural. By devoting so much time — 
nine months in the year—to the training of the mind, 
children ,not only unconsciously acquire indolent habits, in 
so far as physical labor is concerned, but parents, as uncon- 
sciously perhaps, second them in these habits. Many of 
these children never having had any regular employment at 
home, on account of the time used for attending school, 
become at length quite averse to regular manual labor, and 
so, when the vacation comes, they generally resent any in- 
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vitation on the part of the parents to engage regularly in 
some useful occupation, contending that the vacation, 
beginning at the end of the school year, and ending with the 
beginning of the new school year, should be devoted to 
pleasure and recreation; and, in too many instances, even 
where parents can ill afford it, they allow themselves to yield 
to such a damaging request. Thus, many of our boys and 
girls, aside from attendance at school, which occupies so 
large a portion of the year, gradually and unconsciously con- 
tract habits of idleness, which, it is safe to say, will be likely 
to control them through life. There is too iow an estimate 
placed upon common employments, and they easily contract 
an aversion for them. The Joys, asa general rule, scorn the 
idea of learning a trade, and the.girls, of doing house-work. 
The rush is for the city; the mania, to be rich in the quick- 
est possible time, and if not to be so, at least appear so. 
Once fairly in the ring, and fully inoculated with the virus 
of making money at all hazards, regardless of principle, 
except the vilest, no wonder that we get at last a whole 
brood of paupers and criminals for our poor-houses and 
prisons. We live too much upon the steam principle, and 
care little who pays for the fuel that generates the steam, if 
only the engine moves at a rapid rate. Doing business on 
this principle many find themselves at length completely 
wrecked and ruined. We have seen how sadly wanting of 
late is that great and noble principle called “Jntegrity.” For 
the lack of this we may attribute all the evils we have 
suffered and will continue to suffer. Those who are ex- 
travagant and live beyond their means, and who are thus 
virtually guilty of stealing; those who drink to inebriation, 
and commit é¢rime of one kind or another, — each and all are 
deficient in this great and all-important principle. Seeing, 
as we do, so much corruption in one form or another every- 
where in our land, do we not see that we can prevent it only 
by beginning right with the children in our schools and homes ? 
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Morats. 
* 
In respect to good morals we are of the opinion that suf- 


ficient emphasis is not laid upon them in our schools. When 
we consider the frequent temptations to which the children 
attending them are subject, and the fact that the moral nature 
is slower in its development than the animal, we see how im- 
portant it becomes that the moral sense should receive due 
attention on the part of the teacher. We have no doubt 
that some children who have always had the best moral 
training at home become contaminated at school, by associa- 
tion with others whose parents are not only careless in this 
regard, but whose influence and example are quite the oppo- 
site. The teaching and example which some children receive 
at home are of such an untoward and immoral nature that it 
is often with the greatest difficulty any real impression can 
be made upon them at school. Their parents give them lib- 
erty to do many things which the faithful teacher is obliged 
to correct. Thus, not infrequently, teacher and parent come 
into conflict, when it is of the greatest importance that the 
kindest feelings should exist between them. But fathers and 
mothers, who are themselves moral and upright, cannot fail 
to recognize the need of having their children properly 
trained at school. Such will naturally welcome all efforts on 
the part of the teacher that have a tendency to make their 
children better. And parents who are themselves open to 
criticism in respect to good morals often see and feel that it 
is very important their children should be better instructed. 
With all their faults they know the right, and are anxious 
that their children should both know and practise it. A 
great responsibility thus devolves upon the teacher. And 
“no teacher recognizing the moral needs of any and every 
child can afford to neglect duty in this regard, nor be wholly 
silent in respect to that Being in whom, and through whom, 
are all things, and upon the flow of whose being all life, all

creatures, depend. Let not the teacher fail in the per- 
formance of duty here, remembering the infinite value of 
such knowledge in all future time to those placed under his 
charge. 


CO-OPERATION OF PARENTS witH TEACHERS. 


Nothing is more desirable than that parents.who send their 
children to our schools should heartily co-operate with the 
teachers. There is every good reason why this ought to be 
so. We do not contend that teachers are infallible, and not 
liable to sometimes err, in a lack of wisdom and judgment 
in respect to the children placed under their charge; but 
while this is possible it is seldom the case that a pupil re- 
ceives unmerited correction on the part of the teacher. 
Where there is a want of co-operation of the parent with the 
teacher it is usually attributable to some correction which the 
teacher found it necessary to administer to the child of the 
disaffected parent. The parent is already prejudiced, per- 
haps, in favor of the child, and when the child who has 
received correction at the hands of the teacher goes home 
to relate his grievances, he is very apt to misrepresent the 
teacher, and thus arouse the anger of the parent, who is 
likely to uphold the child, and look upon the teacher hence- 
forth with distrust, and take every opportunity, perchance, 
to infect others, who send their children to the same school, 
with a like suspicion or lack of confidence. Without making 
inquiry, perhaps, the parent takes it for granted that the 
child is correct in his statement, and holds himself thence- 
forward as hostile to the teacher. Little does he know of 
the damaging influence he is thus exerting upon his own 
child; an influence which, if he live long enough, will be 
likely to react upon himself, for he is thus only indulging 
his child in a wrong course, — a course whose end can be no 
other than that of shame and contempt. We have had 
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instances of this kind in our schools during the past year; 
and there are parents now residing in different parts of the 
town who seem to make it a special point to get into some 
trouble with the teacher, if a possible thing, before the term 
closes, no matter how kind and faithful that teacher may be. 
They seem to have no high ideal as to the purpose for which 
their children attend school. They have no sympathy with 
the teacher, unless the teacher allow their children to do as 
they please. That is their ideal teacher. But the teacher 
who proposes not to permit “Sary Ann,” and “me darlin’ 
Patrick,” to do as they please, but as common sense and 
morality dictate, is likely to raise a storm over his devoted 
head in which the indulgent, highly appreciative papas and 
mammas are the principal actors. Would that such parents, 
conscious of their own ignorance, and keenly appreciating 
the advantages of a good education, might see the im- 
portance of co-operating with the teacher for the sake of 
their children, regardless of the discipline the teacher may 
find it expedient to use for the purpose of securing obedi- 
ence on the part of their children. Teachers are supposed 
to be competent for the positions they occupy. They are 
placed in those positions by the committee, with the con- 
fidence that they know both how to teach and govern the 
children committed to their care. Let parents repose perfect 
confidence in the instructors of their children, and when-their 
children are corrected for wrong-doing, instead of regarding 
them as their enemies, continue to hold them as their friends, 
-since what they find it necessary to do for their children, 
even though it be to discipline them by correction, can only 
be for their final good. Our schools are well adapted to 
train and discipline the intellectual faculties. They may 
also devote time and attention to the development of the 
physical and moral powers. But to secure a perfect educa- 
tion the influence and co-operation of parents are indis- 
pensable. And let parents who send their children to our 
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schools remember how much they can do by their own in- 
fluence and example at home. ‘They have a great charge 
resting upon them, and they have no right to shrink from it, 
or endeavor to put it upon others. While the teacher should 
not fail of his duty to the pupils committed to his care, yet 
a father cannot fall into a more pernicious error, in regard to 
the education of his children, than to conclude that he has 
done his whole duty when he sends them to school. 


LACK OF TRUE CULTURE AMONG TEACHERS. 


While we are confident that, as we said at the beginning © 
of this report, we have as good a corps of teachers as can be 
found in any of the neighboring towns, we yet feel that our 
schools, as a whole, in New England, including our Normal 
Schools, are not up to the high-water mark. Now while 
there are, doubtless, several reasons for this state of things, 
we believe there is one that is more important than all, 
namely, the lack of a broad, generous culture among the 
teachers. We do not say this with any disposition to find 
fault with the teachers as a whole, but for the reason that 
we believe it to be true. As a class, teachers ought to 
know much more than they are required to teach. In order 
to know one thing well, one must necessarily know many 
other things. There is no position in life where there is 
such a draft upon one’s powers, all his treasures of knowl- 
edge ia every department, as in teaching. 

Thus a teacher must be well furnished both in mind and 
heart to be truly efficacious. He must not, he ought not to ° 
be mechanical. He must have freedom from narrowness 
and prejudice. His mind should not only be stored with 
facts, but it should have breadth of thought, capacity, 
depth. Teachers are too apt to be slavish to books, and 
follow a certain routine of study in their schools, from which 
they seldom or never deviate. Text-books may be need- 
ful, but not absolutely necessary. They may do for the 
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pupils to study ; but they should be their servants, and not 
their masters. ‘The teacher, though he may find it con- 
venient to have text-books, should be able to teach without 
them. Said one educator to another, “ Would you have the 
teacher lay aside the book in teaching?” To which the other 
replied, “If a teacher can teach without the book it is safe to 
let him use the book, as he will not abuse it. If he cannot 
teach without the book it should be taken away from him.” 
That would result in his being no teacher at all. No doubt 
it would be better if many who assume to be teachers were 
brought to see that they are not teachers, and so have the 
grace to seek some other profession. Teachers, in order to 
make their work satisfactory, need to be more practical. 
They ought to teach so that the pupils can make use of their 
knowledge to some advantage when they leave the school. 
Many pupils are able to tell the contents of a cord of wood, 
but cannot go out and measure a load of wood, and find how 
much there is of it. “How do you make teaching prac- 
tical?” said one teacher to another. And he replied, “I do 
not confine myself to the book; I use the blackboard for 
everything. I bring in objects. I have two-foot rules, 
graduated to inches, at all the blackboards, and every class 
measures and computes the area of all parts of the school- 
room, even to the window-panes. I send the pupils out to 
measure the wood-pile and compute its contents, and they 
measure the school-room and compute its capacity. I go to 
‘the grocer, ask him for a box, bring it to the school-room, 
have the pupils measure it, and find how many feet of 
boards it took to make it, how many pecks it will contain, 
and how many gallons. This is my arithmetic, and other 
branches are treated in the same manner.” We find that 
those who are the best teachers, have the most culture, and 
make the most progress, are the most practical. They are, 
moreover, constantly gathering knowledge. They avail 
themselves of all the opportunities that lieabout them. They

forage in all those fields of knowledge where ripen the har- 
vests of the thought of ages. They commune with their 
souls, and with Him who fashioned them and breathed into’ 
them the breath of immortal life. . Too many, alas, know 
nothing but the old tread-mill process ‘of teaching. Every- 
thing must go on in the same perpetual routine. The brain 
receives its full share of attention, perhaps, but the heart too 
often remains uncultured. Now it,is through the soul that 
we attain the truest culture. 

Teachers must cultivate soul-power as well as the intel- 
lectual nature if they would exalt their profession. The 
material is always inferior to the spiritual. We are here not 
to see how low we can fall, but how high we can rise. The 
potential germ of our humanity has noble alliances. Our 
possibilities are infinite, eternal. We are called to make 
the most of our powers and to sacrifice curselves for others. 


‘« Thyself and thy belongings 
Are not thine own; so prosper as to waste 
Thyself upon thy virtues, they on thee. 
Heaven doth with us as we with torches do, 
Not light them for themselves ; for if our virtues 
Did not go forth of us, ’twere all alike

The smallest scruple of her excellence, 
But like a thrifty goddess, she determines 
Herself the glory of a creditor, 
Both thanks and use.” * 


Music. 


The Committee found it expedient to dispense with the 
services of a music-teacher the last half of the year, in view 
of the expense, since which time the teachers in the different 
schools have continued the practice of singing, using the 
same charts and music-books as heretofore.

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DRAWING. 


_ in most of our schools this art has been practised the past 
year, and with good results. We have no doubt of the 
benefit to be derived from a patient study of drawing to all 
the scholars connected with our schools. It is needed to 
train the hand and the eye, and to fit those who have a taste 
for it to become skilled artisans in all branches of industry. 
There ought, however, to be but one system taught in all our 
schools, and we would hereby recommend that taught by 
Walter Smith, used in the schools of Boston, as well as in 

_ many of the most prominent cities of New England and the 
West. 


Priz—E SPEAKING AND COMPOSITION. 


The Committee offered prizes during the summer term to 
the pupils of the High School for the best declamation and 
composition. A committee was chosen to decide upon the 
merits of those who prepared themselves for these exercises, 
and they awarded the prize for declamation to Herbert M. 
Plympton, and the prize for composition to Ella M. Grover. 


Prizes AWARDED BY THE Massacnusetrs Toran ABSTI- 
NENCE SOCIETY. 


During the year this society offered two prizes to the 
members of the High School and one to the Grammar 
“Schools, for the best compositions on ‘*The Evils and Cure 
of Intemperance.” From fifty to a hundred entered the lists 
for the prizes. A selection of several of the best composi- 
tions from the different schools was made by the Committee, 
and, agreeably to instructions from the aforesaid society, they 
were sent to an authorized agent of that society in Boston, 
who, with others appointed as a committee for the purpose, 
awarded the first prize to Winnifred F. O’Brien, and the 
second to Ella M. Grover, members of the High School, and 
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the third to George H. Ware, of the North Grammar School. 

We cannot say too much in praise of the noble course thus 

pursued by that society, believing as we do that we should 

begin with the children of our schools with reference to this 

great question, and there is no better method of enlisting 
their sympathies upon the right side than by thus offering. 
them some inducement to think and write upon it. 


RETRENCHMENT. 


In view of the “ pressure of the times” and the need of 
curtailing expenses in every department where it is possible, 
can we not lessen the expenses of our schools for the current 
year? We have already suggested that it may be advan- 
tageous to shorten the time of our school year, on the 
ground of there being too much time given to mental train- 
ing and too little to labor and physical exercise. This 
method might also be adopted with a view to lessening the 
expenses of our schools for the coming year. Now that 
there seems to be not only a need, but a necessity, for prac- 
tising the strictest economy, can we not reduce the expenses 
of our schools, and yet make them more efficient in accom- 
plishing the end desired? In several of the towns and cities 
of our Commonwealth measures have been adopted with 
reference to reducing the expenses of schools, as well as 
other interests connected therewith. We feel the importance 
of this question, and recommend it for your consideration. 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding our report, we would say that our schools, 
as a whole, have accomplished a good work during the past 
year. The High School has maintained its former reputa- 
tion. The teachers are active and efficient, and the scholars 
energetic and faithful. The Grammar, Intermediate and ° 
Primary Schools have generally done well, and are at present 
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meeting with commendable success. All the teachers at 
present employed give evidence of faithfulness and industry 
in their respective schools. Two teachers, Miss Townsend, 
for some time a teacher in our schools, and for several suc- 
cessive terms the teacher of the West School, and Miss 
. Pinkham, who taught the North School for a single term, 
have resigned, and their places have been filled by Misses 
O’Brien and Eaton. The Committee are pleased to notice 
that in some of our schools there has been a greater number 
of visitors during the year than heretofore. When parents 
and friends of the children visit them in their schools, it has 
the effect to increase an interest in their respective studies 
and stimulate them to renewed exertion. 

We would, therefore, most earnestly recommend an in- 
crease of visitors to our schools during the present year. 
Let parents and friends remember the importance of this 
interest, and see to it, moreover, that they use their influ- 
ence in every way to make our schools the most attractive, 
most delightful places to all the children. 

We commend this interest of the schools to the favorable 
regard of the town, and invoke the favor of Providence in 
their behalf, praying that they may abundantly fulfil the 
_ purpose of their creation, and be a blessing to the community 
and the world.
